to bear, 

Tam neither going about to Reproac 
or:Fla:tet either of them, or to sukrcues 
parifsn betwedit, buf ‘ows, I think, both 
very il? Treared by the Times, to the Scan- 
dakeverof the ‘Engii/h Name 3 aor are the 
pretemdsd: Caules. any part of my Obfer- 
vation, being nothiag to rhe purpofe —. 
We have in the Town two Animals, Men 
T cannot call them, fer J choofe to {peak im

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Author’s Writing agaie& one another 3 as 
if the Eminent Chataéer of the Great Men 
they Affront, were only to be Sacrificed to 
the Scoldiag of rwo Pampbleteers. 

Far be it from me to enter the Lifts 
ith either of thele Combatants, as to their 
Quarrel with one asother, oer the Argu- 
ment: they Barve toule ¢ bat my Obferva- 
sion igs equally againft them both.

faliea under the Difpleafure of his Priace, 
and under thofe Things the World calls 
Misfoctunes, and theretiy divéfted of chac 
Power, which perhaps he might be Lid to 
have before, to do himfelf Juftice, which 
no dowbt, adds to the Bafenefs of ir. 


THE OTHER flies higher, and hie, as 
if he detren’d it 26 & Resure to bi 
Attacks the Prime Minilter of State, and 
therein, the Queen herfelt; Aies in the

the Man, she Foulsefs of his Laoguage,

Reproach to the very Natioa, that evea 
the higheft Charaéters, Minifters of State, 
and Mea vefted with Supreme Authority 
are aot fpar'd in the openeftand moft Scur= 
rillous Invedtives ; ali this w 80 fay horbing ; 
nay, to fay onecither Hand, that the Re- 
proaches caft, are Satyrs without a Stin 
Scandals wichour Truth, Sarcafms without 
any Edge, and Malice wichouc Wit, s/w 
to fay nothing : But the ewo Cavelliog Wei- 
ters fall upom two efthe Greateft Men in 
the Nation, by Way of Bactle againft offe 
another. — 

What If the two Perfoas are Oppafiets 
to one another in their:Politicks ? What.if 
their Interefts clath, and are Jacompati- 
ble, they differ after another manner, they 
@ not make War ia this Way of Battles 
and throw Dirt after this fathion. 

Now Jet us Examin what's the Bxrerm 
cife this gives tothe two great Perfoart 
fpeak of ? —— I make sodeubt it muft be 

een with Regret dy the firft, That itis 
very provoking, and chat he thinks bim(<lf 
very if ufed, but what doeshe fay ark f 
It ts bus a Dog, let him back; J sey find 2 
Time to Scourge bins bereafter by the Whip of 
the Law, it % bic Time now, like Shimei’s, to 
Cursle, des bim alone ; and in snis Contempt 
of fuch Treatment, thetrue Greatmefs af a 
Man of Honour appears. 

Tne Cafe differs indeed, in Circom. 
fiance in tis other, dnt she fame in kind's 
Here’s 4 Man of the firft Dignity in the 
Kingdom, vefted with full P werto da 
him‘elf Juftice; wezring. the Tiephies of 
him whom the Queen delights to Honour § 
able with his Hand or his Frown, tucrufh 
the litde Manfterg thar bark at bim, and 
make them Refign that Life (asa Paper) by 
which they are made capable of offering 
him thefe Iefults 3 and yer the Author 
lives, raves on, and goes On tO abule him < 
What does the Injur’d, yet Powerful Man, 
do in the Cale 2a» The Example is ie 
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nent; he is fo far from ufing his Power, 
that contemning entirely the Venom of the 
Reproach, he fits above the reach of the 
Malices it is below-him fo muth as to 
Refent; he reftrains ail the Di€tates of the 
Paihions, and rather pitys the Luaacy of the 
Wretch,. than punithes his Fafelence; nay, 
he fhews.fo much of his being untoach’d 
with his Rudenefs, that ‘he {corns ro. fup- 
prefs h’s Paper, but gives him full Liberty 
to fay what he pleafes,

Age : Iremember the Cafe of Mr, Dryden, 
the Author of Ab/alom and Achitopbel ; Mr. 
Dryden had defcrib’d the Duke of Bucking. 
ham with a great deal of Wit, but-in one 
Line had given him ill Names, as. FiddJer 
and Buffoon; the Duke was a -Lover of 
Wit, and had as much himfelf as moft Men 
of the Age, but refolved to take fome Ad- 
vantage of she Author’s Weaknefs in that 
part ; to which’ purpofe, his Grace finds 
him at 4 Coffee-Houfe, and charging him 
with want of Decency, as no true part of Sa- 
tyr, Can’d him very fmartly; there, Sir, 
faid the Duke,’ # for your ill Manners 3 and 
bere, Sir, (ays he, w for your Wit, and 
threw bim a Purfe with Thirty Guineas at 
the fame Time. 
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Now I would recommend to all t! 
Gentlemen who take upon them 
Satyrs on Great Men, that they would 
care to merittbe Guineas without the

Secondly, That the Thiag Satyriz’d be a 

Crime: Thirdly, Thatzthe Language, tho’ 
keen, be Decemts; in every one of which, 
thefe Avthors are Faulty; how far they 
will pleafe to .purfue the Scurrility, they 
beft know, but I findeven Whig, and Tory 
abhorrs the Method taken by them both. 


The Truth is, the Iffue generally is only 
Mifchief to themfelves, and when they have 
thrown all their Filth about, they will 
give over, as two Dogs barking and foame 
ing at one another a loog Time, at laft- 
when they are out Breath, they leave off.
